Business 
was said to be virtually suspended 
in several states, chiefly those where 
the negro population was very nu- 
merous.

REPORT CONFIRMED.

Washington, March 5 —The ap- 


parent lull on the part of the United 
States in pursuing its inquiry into 
the death of William S Qenton, a 
British subject, and into the mysteri- 
ous disappearance ot Gustav Bauch, 
an American 
citizen, is only tem- 


porary, according to those well in- 
formed on the intention of the Wash- 
ington administration. 
The United 
States, it was explained today, simp- 
ly is awaiting the outcome of the in- 
vestigation 
instituted 
by General 


Carranza himself not only. Into the 
Benton execution but in the Bauch 
case. 


Outwardly it was apparent that 


General Carranza's determination to 
supply information about the Benton j 
case, though technically denying the 
united States the right to ask It, was 
favorably 
received 
here and his 


prompt ordering of the inquiry into 
the Bauch case likewise was welcom- 
ed. 


Upon the results of the investiga- 


tion , and General Carranza's subse- 
quent action depend in a large meas- 
ure the policy which the American 
govertfment will pursue toward the 
constitutionalists. , Much evidence of 
a • conclusive tjha'r'ftcter about Ben- 
ton's death 
has been gathered. 


Should 
the 
Carranza' commission 


controvert important points satis- 
factorily proven here, it is unlikely 
that the Washington government 
will remain silent on the question. 
There is every likelihood, too, that if 
Bauch was wantonly murdered as 
reported, a satisfactory explanation 
of the incident and the punishment 
of the offenders will be demanded. 
The disposition of administration of- 
ficials is to give Carranza an oppor- 
tunity to carry put his announced 
purpose of investigation without be- 
ins hindered by any other investi- 
gating commission of Americans. The 
latter commission, however, has not 
been dissolved and may not be until 
after the findings of the Mexican 
board of inquiry are disclosed. 


Persons familiar with the inacces- 


sibility 
of the territory through 


which General Carranza will be iso- 
lated for the next ten days or more 
during his overland journey to Chi- 
huahua City do not expect that there 
will be any report on the subject for 
another fortnight.

Is fulfilling its promises made in the platform, and is doing so b> fol- 
lowing the guidance of the head ol the part), who is charged b> the 
people with the party's responsibility. 


There will be differences of opinioa as to the greatest achievement

s^itutions cannot long endure, and the decline ot such government was 
tJw gravest menace that had threatened the country since secession. The 
perries and pledges of a party may lx? wise or unwise. 
The> maj be 


sojind or weak; but unless that part} when it is intrusted with the pow> 
e4 tuid responsibility of government is prepared to redeem those pro mi- e« 
1M good faith and carry out its professed principles only political anarchy 
c*a follow. We do not mean that a political platform is sacred in all its 
planks, or that it is to be followed to the letter regardless of common- 
sense, or common honesty, or the* common welfare. 
But we do mean 


that when a party in power pledges itself to a general line of policy it 
must'adhere to that general line of policy, or representative government 
becomes a fraud and a lie. There can b no "government of the people, 
by the people and for the people" on any other terms. 
And when the 


people have finally lost all confidence in the 
integrity of representative 


government we have reached the beginning of the end. 


It ba» been the high privilege ot .Mr. Wilson to 
re-establish re- 


sponsible, representative government on he fundamental principles of his 
party. That is the great fruit of his leadership. 
He has done it not by 


the bribery of patronage; and by denunciation and intrigue and chican- 
ery; not by selling out one promise in order to buy the 
fulfillment of 


another promise, but by .sheer intellectual and motai nomination, the 
o«ly kind of leadership that does not lead to disaster.

It has been in ex- 
istence for many years, with tourna- 
ments regularly every month, yet per- 
sons never knew it existed or noticed 
the rude little but by the water's edge.

Smoke and Soot. 


Soot, the principal trouble maker In 


smoke, is tae product of incomplete* 
combustion, and is formed partly-by 
the mechanical removal of ash by the 
chimney draft and partly by the 
decomposition of the volatile portion of 
the fuel which is formed by tbe proc- 
ess of destructive distillation. 
Tbe 


character of soot varies with the dis- 
tance from the grate at which It has, 
been deposited, as well as the tem- 
perature of the furnace, amount of air. 
and method of firing. Tbe adds con- 
tained in soot attack mortar, masonry, 
woodwork, metal work and building 
material generally. In many European 
cities it has been found that soot 
causes tbe rapid disintegration of stat- 
uary and public monuments. The dam- 
age done to inside decorations appears 
to be no less important than tbe effects 
upon the exterior of buildings. Smoke 
is visible proof of imperfect combus- 
tion of fuel, and consequently evidence 
of waste and inefficiency.—New York 
American.

coastwise shipping from the payment 
of tolls. 


The president sets forth his opinion 


that congress should reverse itself 
and keep the obligations of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, which he believes 
were violated by the Panama canal 
act. 


The president held that the national 


honor of the American people is at 
stake and that European 
nations 


should not be allowed to get the im- 
pression that treaties made bj the 
American government are not ad- 
hered to both in letter and spirit. The 
address in full follows: 
Gentlemen of Congress: 


I have come to you upon an errand 


which can be briefly performed, but 
I beg that you will not measure its 
importance by tbe number of sen- 
tences in which I state it. Xo com- 
munication I have addressed to the 
congress earned with it graver of 
more far-reaching implications to the 
interest of the country, and I come 
BOW to speak upon a matter with re- 
gard to which I am charged in a pe- 
culiar degree* by the constitution it- 
self, with personal responsibility. 


I have come to ask for the repea 


of that provision of the Panama canal 
act of Aug. 24, 1912, which exempts 
vessels engaged in the coastwise 
trade of tke 'United States from pay 
ment of tolls, and to urge upon you 
the justice, the wisdom and the larga 
policy of such a repeal with the ut- 
most earnestness oT whldk I am capa- 
ble. In my own judgment, very fully 
considered and'maturely formed, that 
exemption constitutes a mistaken eco- 
nomic 
policy from every p%int of 


view, and is, moreover, in plain con- 
travention of the treaty with Great 
Britain concerning tke canal conclud 
ed on Nov. 18, 1901. But I have not 
come to you to urge my personal 
views. I have come to state to you 
a fact and a situation. 


Whatever may be our own differ- 


ences of opinion concerning 
this 


much deba*«i measure, its meaning 
is aot debated outside the United 
States. 


Everywhere else the language of 


tke treaty la given but one interpreta- 
tion, and that interpretation pre- 
cludes the exemption 1 am asking 
you to repeal 
W« consented to the 


treaty; its language we accepted, if 
we did not originate; and we are too 
big, too powerful, too Self respecting 
a nation to interpret with too strained 
or r«nn*d a reading the words of our 
own promises Just because we have 
power enough to give us leave to 
read them as we plea**. The tare? 
thing to do is the only thing we can 
fcford to do, a voluntary withdrawal 
from a position everywhere ques- 
tioned and misunderstood. We ought 
to reverse oar action without raising 
the question whether we were right 
or wrong, and no once more deserve 
our reputation for generosity and the 
the redemption of every obligation 
without quibble or hesitation. 


I aak thia of you in support of the 


foreign policy of the administration 
I shall not know how to deal with 
other matters of even greater deli- 
cacy and nearer consequence if you 
do not grant it to me in ungrudging 


ure.

They \\ ere 
grants—right royal grants—to all who 
could prove themselves heirs before a 
higher court. As a matter of fact, few 
have qualified, and while there has 
tieen a lot of squabbling in the lower 
courts over-titles, the laud has remain- 
ed in the possession of a few knowing 
persons—a handful in each generation. 
Of these lakes and hills in western 
New York one is the proprietor to just 
that extent that be is able to respond 
to their beauty and make them com- 
panionable. To this end he must see 
them not only as a naturalist but as au 
artist; must look at them with the eje 
of a poet and of a philosopher as well 
Above all. one must lite with the hills, 
day bj day and year by year, in the 
sun and in tbp rain. He must be him- 
self a hillman and a woodsman—and 
something of 
a 
wildman. — Prom
